an easy penalty, for every irregular 
indulgence is within easy reach, 

The Conncil bas often referred to 
this in official correspyudence but, in 
view of the fears of which your letter 
gives evidence, I am directed to express 
the hope that you will add your efforts 
to those of the Foreiga Commanity in 
farther impressing upon the Native 
Authorities that this curtailment of the 
powers of the Mixed Court mast even- 
tually prove little short of disastrous to 
the peace of the Settlement,

have been many cases of marder as the 
reaalt of enmity in the Shanghai Set- 
tloment of recent years; both Fong 
Yuen-ching and Whong Yuog-sung 
were shot and killed by cr 
Settlement, and up to now the murder- 
ers have not been caught.

[cases were insnfficient we have now the 
alarming news of Mr. Kin beiog shot 
and Killed by criminals.
